The Australian Bureau of Statistics is the official statistical organisation for the 
Federal and State Governments. Its main function is to collect facts from a wide 
variety of social and economic areas, compile and disseminate them to interested users 
both within Government and the community in general. 


The ABS publishes a total of 2730 statistical bulletins—either monthly, quarterly, half- 
yearly or annually under 1030 different titles. 


How To Use This Catalogue 


This first edition of the ABS catalogue contains currently available statistical pub- 
lications released by the ABS State Offices and its Central Office in Canberra. The 
catalogue is divided into two parts—A and B. 


Part A lists all publications in numerical order. A brief description is given for each 
Central Office publication. Please note that most publications issued by Central 
Office contain particulars for each State and Territory as components of Australian 
totals. Descriptions of individual State Office publications will be added to the next 
edition of the catalogue. 


Part B contains a detailed subject index of all Central Office publications in alpha- 
betical order. A subject index of State Office publications will be included in the next 
issue. If you are interested in a particular subject area, e.g. overseas trade, employment, 
etc. you will find it convenient to identify the range of publications from the list of 
subject groupings on pages 7-8 and therefore to all publications within that subject. If 
you have a specific interest, e.g. the production of butter and cheese, or industrial 
disputes, check the detailed subject index beginning on page 107.

Designed primarily for use in classifying occupations descriptions recorded on 
census schedules, the Australian Classification of Occupations has been adapted from 
the International Standard Classification of Occupations issued by the International 
Labour Office. It contains 11 major groups, 72 minor groups and 367 occupation 
codes.

Statistical 
material, illustrated by graphs and maps, is presented in chapters dealing specifically 
with: population; vital statistics; housing and building; labour, wages and prices; 
overseas transactions; transport and communication; welfare services; public health; 
law, order and public safety; national accounts; private finance; public finance; educa- 
tion; employment and unemployment; manufacturing industry; rural industry; water 
conservation and irrigation; forestry; fisheries; mineral industry; electric power and 
generation; cultural activities, recreation and travel; science and technology; the Terri- 
tories of Australia.
